Republicans Rally Behind Romney 


Ahead of Wis. primary, 
front-runner picks up 
endorsements, support 


Milwaukee 

A fresh set of prominent Republi- 
cans rallied behind Mitt Romney as 
the odds- on nominee, further signs 
the general election is overtaking the 
primary season as President Obama’s 
administration launched a multi- 
pronged assault on the GOP front- 
runner’s values and foreign policy 
credentials Sunday. 

A defiant Rick Santorum out- 
lined plans to leave Wisconsin the 
day before the state’s contest Tues- 
day, an indication that the conser- 
vative favorite may be in retreat, 
his chances to stop Romney rapid- 
ly dwindling. 

“I think the chances are over- 
whelming that [Romney] will be our 
nominee,” Senate Minority Lead- 
er Mitch McConnell said Sunday on 
CNN’s “State of the Union.” “It seems 
to me we’re in the final phases of 
wrapping up this nomination.” 

Both Secretary of State Hil- 
lary Clinton and Vice President Joe 
Biden went after Romney on Sun- 
day, underscoring the belief inside 
Obama’s Chicago re-election head- 
quarters that Romney will — soon- 
er than later — secure the right to 
face Obama this fall.

For Santorum, It’s Not Over Yet 

Rick Santorum said Sunday that his presidential 
campaign will continue even if he loses the Wis- 
consin primary Tuesday. The presidential candi- 
date said walking away now would be like the Kan- 
sas basketball team giving up in the first half, when it 
trailed by more than 10 points Saturday night against 
Ohio State, before rallying to win and advance to the 
NCAA title game. “Look, this race isn’t even at half- 
time yet," Santorum told “Fox News Sunday." (ap) 


More Endorsements 

Mitt Romney picked up another en- 
dorsement Sunday from first-term 
Wisconsin Sen. Ron Johnson, who 
said Romney is the right candidate to 
carry the OOP’s fight against President 
Obama. Johnson told NBC’s “Meetthe 
Press" that Romney is “ready, willing 
and able to lead this nation,’ adding 
that Romney is the only candidate with 
a realistic chance of getting the nec- 
essary number of delegates to win the 
nomination. On Friday, Wisconsin Rep. 
Paul Ryan, chairman of the House Bud- 
get Committee, endorsed Romney, (ap) 


“I think Gov. Romney’s a little out 
of touch,” Biden told CBS’ “Face the 
Nation” on Sunday. “I can’t remember 
a presidential candidate in the recent 
past who seems not to understand, 
by what he says, what ordinary mid- 
dle-class people are thinking about 
and are concerned about.” 

Clinton seized on Romney’s com- 
ment that Russia is America’s “No. 1 
geopolitical foe,” calling the state- 
ment “dated” and suggesting there 
were more pressing matters of con- 
cern in global affairs. 

“I think it’s somewhat dated 
to be looking backwards instead 
of being realistic about where we 
agree, where we don’t agree,” Clin- 
ton told CNN Sunday, beth fouhy and

Racial Disparity 
Discovered in HPV 


Study: Blacks have 
trouble clearing the 
cervical cancer virus 

Chicago 

Provocative new research might 
help explain why black women are 
so much more likely than whites 
to develop and die from cervical 
cancer: They seem to have more 
trouble clearing HPV, the virus 
that causes the disease. 

Doctors have long thought that 
less access to screening and fol- 
low-up health care were the rea- 
sons black women are 40 percent 
more likely to develop cervical can- 
cer and twice as likely to die from 
it. The new study involving college- 
age women suggests there might 
be a biological explanation for the 
racial disparity, too. 

If further study confirms this 
novel finding, it would make the 
HPV vaccine even more important 
for black women, said Worta McCa- 
skill-Stevens, a prevention special- 
ist at the National Cancer Institute. 



On the Decline 

Cervical cancer has declined 
dramatically in the U.S. because 
of Pap tests, which are recom- 
mended every three years for 
women 21 to 65. Starting at age 
30, women can also have an HPV 
test every five years; they’re 
not recommended before then 
because brief infections are 
so common, they would give 
too many false alarms. About 
12,000 new cases and 4,200 
deaths from cervical cancer 
occur each year in the U.S. (ap) 


The study was presented Sunday at 
an American Association for Can- 
cer Research conference. 

Certain strains of HPV, the 
human papillomavirus, cause cer- 
vical cancer, but brief infections are 
very common in young women. 
They usually go away and only pose 
a cancer risk when they last long- 
term.

Prime Minister 
Vladimir Putin has faced unprecedented 
protests in the months ahead of his

International funds 
come amid worries 
over U.N. peace plan 

Istanbul 

A coalition of more than 70 part- 
ners, including the U.S., pledged 
Sunday to send millions of dollars 
and communications equipment 
to Syria’s rebels, signaling deeper 
involvement in the conflict amid 
a growing belief that diplomacy 
and sanctions alone cannot end 
the regime’s repression. 

The shift by the U.S. and its 
allies toward seeking to sway the 
military balance in Syria carries 


regional risks because the cri- 
sis there, which the U.N. says has 
killed 9,000 people, could exacer- 
bate sectarian tensions. 

The meeting of the “Friends of 
the Sjn'ian People” follows a year of 
failed diplomacy that seems close 
to running its course with a trou- 
bled peace plan led by U.N.-Arab 
League envoy Kofi Annan. 

Indeed, U.S. Secretary of State 


Hillary Rodham Clinton and others 
in Istanbul expressed concern that 
Annan’s plan might backfire, spec- 
ulating Syrian President Bashar 
Assad would try to manipulate it 
to prolong his hold on power. 

“There has to be a timeline. If 
Assad continues as he has ... then 
it’s unlikely he is going to ever 
agree,” Clinton said. 

Participants in Istanbul said 


Saudi Arabia and other Gulf coun- 
tries are creating a fund to pay 
members of the rebel Free Syrian 
Army. One delegate described the 
fund as a “pot of gold” to under- 
mine Assad’s army. 

Clinton also announced an 
additional $12 million in aid for 
Syria’s people, doubling the total 
U.S. assistance so far. Fayez Amru, 
recently defected from Syria’s mil- 
itary, welcomed the decision as a 
“step in the right direction” but also 
said weapons were needed. 

In Damascus, Syria blasted the 
summit, calling it part of an inter- 
national conspiracy to kill Syrians 
and weaken the country, bradley

The People’s Victory’ 


Myanmar cheers 
as Sun Kyi’s party 
appears to sweep 
a democratic vote 

Yangon, Myanmar 

She struggled for a free Myanmar 
for a quarter-century, much of it 
spent locked away under house 
arrest. Now, the Nobel Peace Prize 
laureate whose nonviolent cam- 
paign for democracy at home trans- 
formed her into a global icon is on 
the verge of ascending to public 
office for the first time. 

Aung San Suu Kyi, 66, was elect- 
ed to parliament Sunday in a histor- 
ic victory buffeted by the jubilant 
cheers of supporters who hope her 
triumph will mark a major turning 
point in a nation emerging from a 
ruthless era of military rule. 

If confirmed, the election win 
will mark an astonishing reversal 
of fortune for a woman who became 
one of the world’s most prominent 
prisoners of conscience. When she 
was released in 2010, few could 
have imagined she would make 
the leap from democracy advo- 
cate to elected official in less than 
17 months, with a potential presi- 
dential run in 2015. 

But Myanmar has changed. The 
junta ceded power last year, and 
though many of its leaders mere- 
ly swapped military uniforms for 
civilian suits, they went on to stun 
even their staunchest critics by 
releasing political prisoners, sign- 
ing cease-fires with rebels, relax- 
ing press censorship and opening 
a dialogue with Suu Kyi. 

The top-down revolution has 
left Myanmar wondering how it 
happened — or at least, why now? 
One theory says the regime had 
long been desperate for legitimacy 
and a lifting of Western sanctions, 
and its leadership had recognized 
that their impoverished country, 
formerly known as Burma, had fall-

Sunday’s vote was 
called to fill 45 va- 
cant seats in Myan- 
mar’s 664-member 
assembly. As re- 
sults came in from 
the poll watchers of Suu Kyi’s 
party, spokesman and campaign 
manager Nyan Win projected the 
opposition would secure 40 of 
45 parliamentary seats at stake. 
The opposition had contested

clean sweep. The results must be 
confirmed by the government’s 
electoral commission, however, 
which may not make an official 
declaration for days. (AP) 


en far behind the rest of Asia. 

On the street in Yangon where 
Suu Kyi’s opposition National 
League for Democracy is based, 
none of that seemed to matter Sun- 
day. The party’s foray into elector- 
al politics was its first since 1990, 
when it won a landslide that was 
promptly annulled by the army. 

“It’s the people’s victory! We’ve 
taught them a lesson!” said a shop- 
keeper who goes by Thien, among 
a crowd of thousands that swelled 
as night fell. One official party mes- 
sage even told them not to gloat. 

Despite fears that Suu Kyi risks 
legitimizing a regime she has 
opposed for decades, her backers 
see the poll as a chance to take 
advantage of a government-orches- 
trated opening that could eventu- 
ally spawn real democracy. 


Suu Kyi herself said Friday that 
campaigning had been marred by 
so many irregularities that it could 
not be considered fair — allegations 
her party reiterated Sunday. 

Malgorzata Wasilewska, head 
of the EU observer team, called 
the vote “convincing enough” but 
stopped short of declaring it cred- 
ible yet. 

But at the very least, Suu Kyi’s 
candidacy has galvanized Myan- 
mar’s downtrodden masses. 

“She may not be able to do 
anything at this stage,” said Go 
Khehtay, who cast his ballot for 
Suu Kyi at Wah Thin Kha, one 
of the poor villages in the rural 
constituency that she is vying to 
represent. “But one day, I believe 
she’ll be able to bring real change.”

Eden Center Concerned 
Raids Have SuUied Image 


Falls Church, Va. 

Inside the red gateway arch flanked 
by stone lions, the parking lot just 
off Wilson Boulevard is jam-packed 
on a recent Saturday. 

The merchants and most of the 
patrons speak Vietnamese at Eden 
Center. The Falls Church shop- 
ping plaza is a community gath- 
ering spot for many of the near- 
ly 80,000 Vietnamese Americans 
in the region. 

People drive for miles to visit 
the refuge of rice noodles, tropi- 
cal fruits and Asian spices. 

But merchants and community 
leaders worry that outside their cir- 
cle, their home away from home is 
increasingly viewed as a place for 
gambling and gang activity, a per- 
ception that some business leaders 
say hurts business and threatens 
the vibrant social hub. 

That impression was reinforced 
last year when police raided the 
plaza, said Liem D. Bui, a Spring- 
field resident who visits Eden Cen- 
ter regularly. The Aug. 11 bust at 13 
businesses resulted in 19 arrests on 


misdemeanor charges that included 
gambling and alcohol violations. 

But business leaders allege that 
police were insensitive during the 
operation and apprehended sever- 
al bystanders.

Falls Church officials say they are 
working to improve the relationship 
between the Vietnamese communi- 
ty and the city, and they want Eden 
Center to be viewed as a cultural 
treasure rather than a threat. 

“It is a wonderful, unique envi- 
ronment,” said City Council mem- 
ber David F. Snyder. “I often say to 
people: Tf you want to get a great, 
wonderful taste of Vietnam with- 
out ... spending a couple of thou- 
sand dollars on flying ...just pop in 
your car and go to the Eden Center.’”

“I don’t like the rules,” Calipari 
said. “There’s only two solutions 
to it. Either I can recruit players 
who are not as good as the play- 
ers I’m recruiting or I can try to 
convince guys who should leave 
to stay for me.” 

While the teams met in Novem- 
ber, this is the matchup that has 
drawn the historic story lines. 

Basketball was invented by James 
Naismith, who later went on to estab- 
lish the KU basketball program in 
1898. Adolph Rupp grew up in Kan- 
sas and learned the game under Nai- 
smith and the next KU coach, Phog 
AQen, then moved to Kentucky. Over 
four decades, “the man in the brown 
suit” won 876 games and four NCAA 
championships. 

So many iconic names have fol- 
lowed at both places: Wilt Cham- 
berlain, Larry Brown, Danny Man- 
ning at KU; Dan Issel, Wes Unseld, 
Rick Pitino at Kentucky.

But now that Tomas Vokoun is 
out with a groin muscle strain and 
there is no indication whether heTl 
be available again this season, the 
Capitals have come full circle from 
that day in July. With three games 
remaining in the regular season and 
the playoffs looming, Washington 
has no choice but to rely on Michal 
Neuvirth, 24, and Braden Holtby, 22, 
to shoulder the burden in goal. 

Throughout the season, coach 
Dale Hunter’s tendency has been 
to ride a hot goaltender in consec- 
utive games. He typically makes a 
switch only after a loss. That strat- 
egy, combined with the Capitals’ 
overall inconsistencies, has result- 
ed in a revolving door in net. 

During a four-game span in the 
past week, all three goaltenders 
started at least once.

New Orleans’ musical 
ambassador Dr. John 
returns to form on the 
funky ‘Locked Down’ 

Album Preview 

For over four decades. Dr. John has 
served as ambassador of New Orleans 
music, introducing outsiders to Basin 
Street blues, second-line rhjrthms and 
Mardi Gras anthems. His two-dozen- 
plus albums often resemble a musical 
museum, taking music born in dan- 
gerous places and making it safe for 
polite society. 


But there was a time, back when 
Mac Rebennack dubbed himself “Dr. 
John, the Night Tripper,” when his 
music was anything but safe and clean. 
The Dr. John experience was, well, 
unsanitary. “Lewd and lascivious,” in 
the words of the St. Louis prosecutors 
who arrested his nude backup dancer 
and live-chicken-biting sideman. 

The few LPs he cut during this peri- 
od ooze mysterious energies. Their voo- 
doo funk is treasured by many fans who 
have no time for his post-’70s output. 
On his new album, “Locked Down” (out 
Tuesday), that old Dr. John resurfaces, 
courtesy of Black Keys guitarist Dan 
Auerbach, who produced the set. 



‘Props to Pops'

with “Insides Out," a nine-night, 
guest-laden gig broken into 
three themed shows: one featur- 
ing the “Locked Down" band, one 
heavy on New Orleans R&B stars 
and one dedicated to Louis Arm- 
strong.

improvising. Only later would lyrics 
and melody be added. Auerbach “knew 
I had this little bag of poetry stuff that 
I write all the time,” Rebennack says, 
and he helped shape that material into 
a thematic sequence that follows the 
singer from outlaw posturing through 
to more spiritual and paternal con- 
cerns. The process was unusual but 
not uncomfortable. “I don’t have no 
one way to write songs,” Rebennack 
says. “I’ve writ songs with so many 
people, over a lot of years.” 

Rebennack’s syntax is richly off-kil- 
ter. His patois is littered with nonexis- 
tent words, effortless bits of color that 
occasionally have a purpose beyond dec- 
oration. Appearing as himself on HBO’s 
“Treme,” he alluded to the hazards of 
recording traditional Mardi Gras Indi- 
an chants; on “Locked Down’s” “Eleg- 
gua,” he couldn’t bring himself to use 
the exact language of ceremonies he’s 
known since his youth. 

“I did some mispronounciations of 
stuff here and there,” he says, tweak- 
ing the word “mispronunciation” 
itself Rebennack, a longtime voodoo 
practitioner, says he doesn’t “think it 
would be correct” to put the real thing 
in a song. “But I did more of the real 
maneuvers than I ever have in the past.”
